Boating Ordinance 
Approved By County

the ordinance would prohibit the 
discharge of any sewage into the*

One of the provisions is that no 
person under 12 years of age 
may operate any vessel propelled 
by a motor or 10 horsepower or 
more unless he is accompanied by 
a competent person of 16 years 
of age or. older who is qualified 
and capable of operating the ves- 
sle. 

Under the ordinance the county 
also has' the authority to designate 
areas for swimming, fishing or 
restricted areas insofar as boat 
operation is concerned.

The 
Governor supported a settlement 
estimated to cost $250,000 per

tional Guard," an action which 
the Governor estimated would 
have cost' $16 million and an ac- 
tivity for which tlie National 
Guard did not seem to bc-partiu* 
larly ,wcll suited. What should 
be emphasized is that the issue 
involved in the strike lias a more 
far-reaching public significance 
than the contest between Rocke- 
feller and Lindsay. . 

Mayor, Lindsay's rejection of 
(he mediation board's proposed 
settlement was based principally 
on the Illegality of the slrikc.

The greatest killer 
was the "Trl-Statc" tornodo which 
crossed Missouri, Illinois and In*- 
dlona on March 18, 1925. It left

The mean number of .tornados 
In "the U.S.A. -.during a year is over 
500, occuring on about 150 days. 
This Is' based on observations dur- 
ing the. period 1951 to 1960. 
More than 75 % of them . come 
from the southwest- and west, al- 
though they may come from any 
direction. .These twisters spin with 
winds estimated at several hun- 
dred m.'p.h. around a center of 
low pressure. Their forword move- 
ment averages about 40 m.'p.h. 
But sometimes they seem to 'stand 
still and there have been those 
that moved over 70 m.p.h.

• (Continued from ptgc otic) 
trust Fund, which is supported 
solely by federal funds on high- 
way users. Money in the High- 
way Trust Fund can be spent only 
for construction and improvement 
of-fedcralhighways,-hc-satd Jr and 
the net results of the govern- 
ment's cutback is simply to leave 
the money idle in the Highway 
Trust Fund. 

* "The announced cutback in al- 
location of federal highway mon- 
ey, will not serve its stated pur- 
pose of restraining abnormal in- 
flation." said Cavanagh. "In real- 
ity, it will add lo the over-all 
cost of the Interstate System, 
since the normal general rate of 
price and wage increases will 
raise construction costs while the 
money lies idle In the Highway 
Trust Fund. As a result, the 
highway user once again will -be 
getting fewer highway improve- 
ments for his tax dollar." 

Cavanagh said that the disrup- 
tion of construction planning and 
programming resulting from this 
cutback will cause all slates to 
further delay completion of their 
sections of the Interstate High- 
way System^ He added: 

"This delay will have a direct 
effect on our efforts lo save lives 
and increase higway safety and is 
particularly unfortunate in that 
it comes at a- time when there 
Is a growing national interest in 
traffic safety." 

Cavanagh said that still an- 
other danger of this "on-again- 
off-agaih support of our national 
highway program" is that it gives 
impetus to toll road financing as 
a' means of building critically 
needed modern highways.

The new law , retains the old 
maximum exemption of 85 per 
cent of. the gross wage. Thus, 
the exempt portion of a wage- 
earner's paycheck is either $50 
or $65, depending ' upon his fam- 
ily status, or 85 pel' cent of- his 
gross weekly wages, up to $200, 
whichever is higher. 

The new mlnimums are now in 
effect, the I SB A stated. It added 
that an employer may rely on a 
written statement by an employ- 
ee as- to His family responsibili- 
ties, and incurs ho liability iflh'e 
employee was in fact entitled only 
to the $50, rather than $05, mini- 
mum exemption. 

The law -provides that tho full 
amount of the non-exempt por- 
tion of the paycheck is subject 
to collection under a deduction 
order "and no payroll deductions 
of- any kind may be taken from 
the non-exempt amount." 

The exemptions apply to the 
paychecks of all Illinois .workers, 
including those Who reside out- 
side of .the. state. . 

If. the entire amount of a pay- 
check comes under the minimum 
exemption, a creditor must seek 
other lawful means of collection, 
according to the ISBA.
